REMARKS 

35 U.S.C. § 103(a) Rejections per Tran, Whiteside, and Sizer 

The Examiner rejects claims 20-28, 30-39, and 41-46 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over 
Tran, Whiteside, and Sizer. Claim 21 has been canceled and moved into independent 
claim 20. The cited art does not teach this limitation, among others. Therefore, claim 20 
and its dependent claims are allowable. 

The Examiner rejects claim 46 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Tran, Whiteside, Sizer, 
and Abrani. Dependent claim 46 depends from patentable amended independent claim 
20, and should be patentable for at least this reason in addition to the distinguishing 
limitations claim 46 recites.
